Now Orleans, July 2 T h e men of 
science who are warring against the 
yellow fever plagm are confident that 
the si' tai ion is still well iii ha nd and 
with no immediate prospect of becom­ 
ing 
alarming. 
The 
entire 
section 
above (’anal street Is free from a sin 
gle new < is**, und the fever is only j 
spreading in tin* poorer habitations of j 
the J ■ Vintown section, with new cases 
isolated except in the heart of the . 
French mark et quarter. 
The health 
authorities continue to hold also that 
tile plague remains an Italian infec­ 
tion, all but two of the twenty-six 
cases reported yesterday being of that 
nationality. 
Almost without exception 
since the betrinning of the fever those 
who have fallen victims to the disease 
have been of the poorer classes of the 
population, many of them not long 
residents of tin* 
Failed States and 
therefore unacclimated. 
For several 
years past the planters of Louisiana 
have been replacing negroes with Ital 
inn labor and there has been a steady 
flow of immigration from Sicily and 
other 
parti 
of 
Italy 
to Louisiana. 
Many of tV*«p immigrants have re­ 
mained in the city. finding employ­ 
ment iu the peddling of fruit or in the 
work of unloading vessels at the fruit J 
wharves. 
It Is among these that the 
fever appeared first, and to their lack 
of acclimatization and the inadequacy 
of their treatment has been largely 
due the heavy mortality that has char­ 
acterized the present visitation of the I 
scourge.

' Japan is perfectly willing to agree 
to an arm istice alter the credentials 
ut both com m issions have been exam ­ 
ined and verified. 
The exam ination of 
credentials 
must 
necessarily be the 
first duty of the peace delegates to 
ascertain th a t all are qualified to act 
in the capacity to which they are rep ­ 
resented. 
Negotiations for peace that 
ended the Chinese war, I rem em ber, 
there was much delay because the 
credentials of one of the Chinese plen­ 
ipotentiaries <1 id not bear the em per­ 
or’s seal g ranting him plenary powers. 
However. I thim, an arm istice will be 
agreed upon after the com missions en ­ 
ter formally upon their work. 
It has 
been the custom in all peace negotia­ 
tions to cease hostilities during the 
convention of peace plenipotentiaries." 
Mr. Sato was asked as to the defi­ 
nite powers of the m em bers of the 
commission, and he skid:

After discussing the m atter witli the 
sta te ’s attorney th3 governor finally 
consented to a stay for the condemned 
man and so notified H och’s counsel. 
Hoch was almost overcome when 
the word was conveyed to him.
